My sttention was first called to 
the labour world in the Panic of 
1894 by the march of Coxy’s Army

Out of the strike struggle of 
the shingle weavers, came the 
bloody Sunday of Nov. 106, 1916. 
Cross-firing from two docks at a 
boatload of workers, Sheriff Magr 
Rea of Snohomish County and hts 
deputies with machine guns killed 
five workers and two of their own 
members. 


A large number of workers were 
arrested and charged with first 
degree murder! Tom ‘Tracy was 
tricd on the charge and acquitted. 
Some forty others were released 
for the lack of evidence. 


# Shériff Denounced. 


Hi Gill, the then Mayor of Seat- 
tle, stated publicly that the work- 
ers held in jail charged with mur- 
der were not the ones that should 
be in jail charged with murder, 
but Sheriff MacRea of Shohomish 
County and his deputies were the 
murderers! At the Tracy trial I 
worked with Charles Ashley, Dr. 
Louise Strong, and Bob bridges, 
the then Port Commissioner of 
the Port of Seattle. 


In 1917 I participated in a small 
way in the strike of the North- 
west loggers and learned by this 
experience that a purely economic 
organization could not free the 
working class from capitalist ex- 
ploitation. At this time the world 
war broke out, and many of us 
made the jails as “objectors” and 
“slackers’”—because we _ couldn't 
kill our fellow-men for the profits 
of human leeches. 


Out of the war hysteria came 
the trial of Haywood, et. al. Then 
in 1919 the General, Strike in Seat- 
tle, Wash.: Here was a dress-re- 
hearsal of the Proletarian Revolu- 
tion whick* must come. Nota uni- 
formed policeman on the streets 
of the city! Everything was quiet 
and peaceful. Not a single arrest 
of any nature was made for the 
five days of this strike. The work- 
ing people ran the town—order 
reigned! This was a demonstration 
of what power in the hands. of 
the disciplined working class could 
bring about. The bosses became 
frantic! Yelled for the National 
Guards to end the General Strike! 
The Central Labor ‘Council weak- 
enéd and gave in to Ole Hanson, 
then Mayor of Seattle.

I neyer 
thought any system of society 
would subject women to such con 
ditions. ; 


Men are employed in these can- 
nerics on the basis of the number 
of women in his family of work- 
able age—thereby placing the men 
of these families in the position 
of allies,of the exploiting cannery 
owners. The women do piece 
work. If they cannot meet the 
minimum requirements (which go 
up every season), they are either 
fired or put on a beginner’s wage. 
Whole hours are stelen from their 
working time in waiting for the 
fruit or vegetable to come in, in 
being forced to work 5 or 10 min- 
utes after mnoon-time or before 
going home, and in actual theft 
of time from their time-charts. 


In March, 1932, I lost my job 
and found myself in the ranks of 
the unemployed. The money I had 
saved was used up. I struggled 
with the Unemployed Council for 
relief. Finally I became a news 
boy selling working class news: 
papers here in the city of Sacra- 
mento, Calif. 


On the 2Ist day of July, 1934, I 
was arrested in the corridor of 
the Hall of Justice while attend- 
ing the preliminary hearing of 
twenty comrades arrested in the 
raids on workers’ headquarters on 
July 20. I was charged with vag- 
rancy and acquitted on August 
27th. In jail since July 21st I’ve 
watched the growing struggles of 
the workers and toiling masses 
for our unconditional release with 
pride and confidence in my class.
